Slave Trade.—A decree appeared in the Gaceta 
this week, appointing the Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs, Don Felipe Arana, Minister Plenipotentiary 
on the part of, this Republic, for the purpose of 
conciuding a competion with Her Britannic Ma- 
jesty’s Minister Plenipotentiary, John H. Mande. 
ville, Esq., for the effectual abolition of the Slave 
Trade, in accordasce with the 14th article of the 
treaty of friendship, commerce, and navigation, 
between @reat Britain and this Republic. It is 
stated that the convention was signed by the re. 
spective Plenipotentiaries yesterday, the birth-day 
of Her Majesty Queen Victoria. = 


The Atalaya Affair.—On the morning of the 
9tb instant, in number more than five hundred men, 
lauded at the Ataléya from 17 launches, and under 
cover of their guns and six of their larger craft, 
advanced to the place in which 21 coasting vessels 
were lying, twelve of which they set fire to, but 
only eight were burned, the other four escaped 
from the approach (according to the despatches,) 
of 70 ınilıtia cavalry. The invaders are charged 
with having wantonly destroyed property. such as 
scattering on the ground wine, &c., from pipes ; 
sugar, &c., from hogsbeads and barrels. Major 
Garmendia, in his despatch, denominates the con- 
duct of the French as brutal and ignominous for 
France, and concludes as follows :—“ The troops 
of France have committed on this day an act of 
barbarism without example, and fled at the ap- 
proach of seventy Argentines, faithful sons of |i- 
berty, leaving two killed, besides others which they 
took away with them, and several wounded.”

The Whirlwind.—We took a view yesterday, 
after our paper went to press, to trace the ravages 
of the tornado to which we referred. It is a sin- 
gular phenomenon in our climate, which in our re- 
gion has very seldom occurred. As far as we 
could ascertain, it commenced its progress in the 
valley or hollow between the Derby turnpike and 
West river, about a mile from the city, where it 
rooted up trees of a bundred years standing, large 
apple trees and sturdy oaks, as if they had been 
nothing but wisps. From thence it took the pre- 
inieos of Mr. Joseph K. Munson, situated a few 
rods East of the valley, demolishing the sheds at- 
tached to his barn, and taking off the roof of his 
dwelling, entire, and prostrating many valuable 
fruit and forest trees. From thence it took the 


and hardly left a memento of its whereabout. 

lot of large mulberry trees near this was wound up 
like a wisp of straw.—Thence it passed to the 
premises of Judge Darling and Roger Prout, on 
the Litchfield turnpike, demolishing fences and 
trees, and a small barn belonging to Mr. P. Two 
large pine trees, next door to Mr. Prout, were 
twisted off, and their tops carried off to an adja- 
cent field. Thence crossing the turnpike it took 
the premises of Mr. J. Dickerman, demolishing his 
large barn, in which several gentlcmen were pre- 
sent, all of whom were injured by the falling tim- 
bers, but not dangerously. Mr. G. F. H. Read 
was wounded badly in the knee.—Two large elms 
-before Mr. D’s dwelling-house, whose capacious 
roots would seem to have defied human exertion 
for such an act, were laid prostrate. Thence it 
passed to the African Church, near the Hamden 
road, and a tenement owned by —— Washington, 
a colored man, occupied by two colored families, 
both of which were razed to their foundations. 
Thence to the dwelling house of Mr. Alfred War- 
ner, which was entirely demolished. Thence to 
Captain Gregory’s (U. S. N.) cottage, which had 
four chimnies blown down, the roof staved in, the 
barn, dove cote, &c., torn to pieces, and a great 
number of fine fruit and shade trees, and a long 


Thomas Way, which was demolis to its foun- 
dation. Every article of furniture and clothing 
which ıt contained was carried off, and scarce & 
vestige of them can be found. Near this it took 
a small new building, belonging to Dr. A. Monson, 
which was levelled to the ground, even foun- 
dation broken up. Crossing the Canal, it took the 
dwelling house of Mr. —— Sperry, carrying off 
the entire roof, and all the furniture and in 
in the upper part. Near to thie it took the ba 
of Prof. C. U. Shepard, which was unroofed and 
much shattered. Mr. S.’s dwelling lost a chimne 
and some shingling, but was not seriously damaged 

It thence crossed the high ground to the Hart- 
ford Turnpike, prostrating trees and fences in its 
way, till it came to East Rock, taking up the bridge 
in its passage across Mill river, which it carried 
against the Rock, and.some part over it, (an emi- 
nence of several hundred feet,) and some of the 
planks have been found in North Haven ıneadowe. 
Crossing the Rock, it took the House of Horace 
Potter, Esq., in the edge of the town of Hamden, 
carrying off the roof and doing other damage to 
his premises. Beyond that we have not yet traced 
it, sheng we are informed that it penetrated tne 
county to the distance of 17 miles. It ie most 
fortunate that no lives were lost. 

lt was a progressive whirlwind, pursuing an 
area of about sixty rods in width, moving from 
West to East, spinning in its course from right to 
left ia front. 

There are among the sufferers some poor and 
industrious citizens who have lost their all.

They found the 
body of Parks esta mutilated, his eyes dug out, 
his throat cut, and other disgusting outrages com- 
mitted on his body. The body of Henderson had 
been removed and could not be found.—The In- 
dians were trailed some distance without finding 
them. Scouts are still in pursuit. : 


Indian Troubles. —The following extract of a 
letter from Fort Snelling, dated July 10th, pub- 
lished in the St. Louis Republican, details the 
trouble existing between the Sioux and Chippe- 
ways, and the slaughter of the latter by the Sioux. 

‘ The Sioux and Chippeways have had a brush 
at two different points on the St. Croix, and again 
about thirty miles above the Falls of St. Antnony. 
The Chippeways just before leaving thePillagers, 
I believe, had killed at Lake Calhoun, a Sioux 
Brave, an hour or two after sunrise. The news 
having spread like wild-fire, the Sioux about two 
hundred strong, left the Falls. Hale-in-the-day, a 
Chippeway chief, had pushedon with his party and 
was not overtaken. The Siouxs who left the Falls 
came across a party of the Rum River Band, 
attacked them about sunrise the next morning, and 
killed one hundred and thirty-three men, women 
and children. This was above the Falls. Big 
Thunder, a Sioux Chief, crossed the’ country in 
pursuit of the Strong Ground Band of Chippeways 
and overtook and fought them at St, Croix. Bi 
Thunder told the Sioux not to fire where the whites 
(Messrs. Aitkin’s and M’Loud’s party) and as the 
Chippeways huddled reund the whites many of 
them thus escaped. Notwithstanding the Sioux kil- 
led thirty-six men of the Chippeway party, and 
sume women and children. The country is in 
great excitement and will continue so for some 
time.—There will, no doubt, be a general engage- 
ment between the Sioux and Chippeways before 
many months more. Hale-in-the-day is. a chief 
not to be trifled with, and the Sionx are cunsolidat- 
ing under Bad Hail, a first rate warrior, who has 
been to Washington. :

BIRMINGHAM RIOTS. 


The Earl of Warwick wished to put a question 
or two to the noble Viscount opposite, upun a 
subject of great importance. . What he wished to 
know from the noble Viscount was, whether there 
were a sufficient number of London police in Birm- 
ingham, and whether they had all the extra as- 
sistance that was necessary to enable them to pre- 
serve peace andorder? From the public accounts 
that were given, it did appear an extraordinary 
thing, after all the time for preparation which had 
been afforded, that the events should have been 
allowed to take place which were represented to 
have occurred. Those who were carrying on this 
Chartist out-break against the respectable inha- 
bitants of Birmingham were neither more nor lese 
than a portion of the Political Union that had been 
established for many years—a union which the 
Government had declared to be illegal, but the 
existence of which nevertheless had been connived 
at from that time to the present. Those very 
individuals had been supported through thick and 
thin by the Government in such a manner as, he 
(the noble Earl) verily believed, gave them the 
impression that their existence as a union was 
sanctioned.—(Hear, hear.) The power of putting 
an end to such a union had been allowed to remain 
dormant a great deal tootong. Heshould be glad 
to hear froin the noble Viscount what his inform- 
ation of the state of Birmingham really was, and 
if he (the noble Earl) could do anything in aid of 
the noble Viscount’s views in putting an end to 
the unhappy events there. 

Viscount Melbourne said, if he understood the 
noble earl, he had asked him what he understood 
to be the present state of Birmingham. He had 
to state, in answer to the noble earl, that the ac- 
counts which he (Lord Melbourne) had received 
were of a very general nature, but he was afraid 
that the accounts which appeared in the newspa- 
pers were too true.—(Hear, hear.)—Some houses 


shad been burned, and others pillaged and plun- 


dered, but he believed that the quiet of the town 
was now restored. How far the authories of the 
town were to blame for allowing these things to 

o so far he was not then enabled to state. The 
noble earl then asked him whether there was a

their designs. He (Lord Melbourne) had always 
seen the danger of these proceedings, but in the 
state of the law and the present state of the coun- 
try he had not seen, nor did he yet see, the means 
by which these proceedings could be put an end 
to, and he never knew a time or an occasion ou 
which it would have been expedient to resort to 
strony measures.

Burwino or a STZAM BOAT.—The Span- 
ish Government having been informed that the 
British steamer Waterloo was to sail from Lon- 
don with 10,000 stands of arma, uniforms, and 
ammunition, for the Charlists, had ordered four 
vessels to cruise continually along the coast to 
prevent this convoy from reaching its destinati- 
on. That destination the Waterloo was not. 
destined to reach, as the following account of — 
the calamity which has befallen her, as trans- 

mitted from Portsmouth, will shew :—" Porrs- 
movru, July 15.—Last evening, at 8 o'clock 
thesteam-ship Waterloo, of London, W. Spence, 
master, from London for Leghors, with 6,000 
stands of arms on board,caught fire off $:Cathe- 
rine’s Head, in the Isle of Wright, and so rapid 
was the progress of the flames that every at- 


The Marquis of Lansdowne did not rise to offer 
any opinion te the House upon what had passed 
at Birmingham, as he was confident that to form 
any opinion would be exceedingly unjust towards 
the magistrates of the town. If any noble lord, 
acting upon the advice of the noble marquis, did 
form an opinion and.act upon it, they would in the 
highest degree be chargeable with a rash exercise 
of their functions. He rose merely, without enter- 
ing upon the question, to state how improper it 
would be for the Government to pronounce any 
opinion upon what had taken place. The last ac- 
counts of what passed at Birmingham were at 
half-past twelve, from the Mayc, of Birmin ham, 
and at half-past two accounts were received from 
the superiutendent of police. Both the Mayor nnd 
the superintendent of police stated that it was 
impossible for them to bring the whole of the facts 
under the consideration of the Government, be- 
cause they were actually engaged in preserving 
the peace of the town. Were they or were they 
not right in having thus devoted themselves to 
‘preserve the public peace? He concluded that 
their lordships would deem them right, and it 
would be for them afterwards to make their state- 
ment to the Government in such a way as that it: 
could be acted upon; but the Government ought 
certainly not to proceed to punish upon imperfect 
accounts received ten hours after the occurrence 
had taken place. 

‚The Duke of Wellington said, after what the 
noble marquis who had just addressed their lord- 


ther remarks. It was said there were plenty of 
troops, but yet a gross outrage had been com- 
mitted; the town han been burnt, houses gutted, 
and the property brought out into the streets and 
consumed; and he would again repeat, that that 
peaceable town—that rich manufacturing towi— 
was worse treated than any town had ever been 
treated when taken by storm. He said that from 
his own knowledge, and he recalled the noble 
marquis to correction for venturing to deliver that 
opinion. Another statement that had been made 
was that there were plenty of troops—that there 
was a detachment and superintendent of police ; 
all that they had learned from the newspapers, but 
they knew nothing, and it was clear the Ministers 
knew nothing.—(Laughter.) They bad just been 
informed by the Ministers—and he would venture 
to draw this conclusion from what they had stated 
—that those magistrates who did not bid the 
troops interfere until the town was burnt, and the 
property of the merchants destroyed, were irres- 
ponsible—(Cries of “ Hear, hear,’)—and it ap- 
peared that there were no means of bringing these 
parties to trial. The Earl (Fitzwilliam) had told 
their lordships that a similar misfortune had be- 
fallen that town some years ago. Why, if the 
town was liable to these unfortunate scenes so 
often, that was a reason why her Majesty’s Minis- 
ters should have taken the utmost caution to pre- 
serve the public peace.—(Hear.) What he said 
was, that there means— such as issuing a special 
commission—of marking the sense of the Govern- 
ment in regard to those transactions. There might 
be an inquiry instituted into the conduct of the 
magistrates. All that be hoped was that no other 
instance might occur to afford him another oppor- 
tunity of making similar observations.—(Hear, hear.
